"itelgians are said to liave become in- 
sane the first weel{. Tlie tornicnt of 
liunger drove tliem to such i xlrenies 
that they crept In^o the kitchen and 
collected peellBgs of potatoea, tur- 
i\tf"»MA earrots. One workman 
who attempted to escape is report- 
ed to liavc been brought down with 
a 8liot and linlshed witli tlie l)ayo- 
net. 

Nearby was a prison camp for 
eaplured Belgian soldiers. The sol- 
diers wore bettor M thaa the civ- 
ilians and earn* la contact with 

them on being permitted to attend 
funerals of civilians. Pitying their 
countrymen lliey took to tluin se- 
cretly bread and i)reserved articles 
of food. 

The returned Belgians say that 
the elvlllaaa at loHsa roealvo 

soap and are advised to use saad la- 

stead. Notwithstanding their suf- 
fi riiigs most of them refuse to 
work, although prouilsi'd good food 
and considerable pay. 
Without Food TUrty-Ave Hours. 
Oa oao aONilMi forty artisans 
were talm gvay. aad loturaed eight 
days later. They said they had been 
taken to the Cranil Duchy of Baden 
wheie .or two days they were placed 
on a'Dundant rations, beiiiM told that 
if ihey accepted work they would re- 
ceive saeh fO*d regularly.

I have traveled In your county 
since January 1st, 1916, 3&30 miles 
by team, and have traveled 1,9 SO 
miles by rail In the work; have ad- 
dressed 2,500 people In !i5 public 
nieeliims. We li;ive eight fanners' 
clubs in the county, which we are 
visiting and iryiim lo help them solve 
the problems of life and hope to see 
a club in evory community. I have 
made 675 personal visita to our peo- 
ple through the county, besides 146 
to boys in the club work, making ov- 
er SCO visits In all since January 1st, 
litltl. Have distributed 1.04.'. bul- 
letins and liave written ltJ4 olliciiil 
letters pertaining to the work. 1 
have held 

tlve to tho work. Havo vaoeinated 
907 hogt ia II diCoroat herds 
against eholora. I havo pruned 256 

trees in 29 different orchards, get- 
ting people started to pruning who 
have never pruned before. Have al- 
so assisted in spraying and liope to 
see many more at it by another year. 
We have had demonstrations in Crim- 
sea, Rod and Bwoet ^vor, town ia 
Augutt, aad alto Alfalfa towa ia Au- 
gust, which have done well, and show 
beyond a doiilii that there can all be 
raised when' we m:iKe the light pr.- 
paralion tor them, and help us to re- 
store our land and till our barns and 
fatten our slock.
